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RED TRIANGLE 
CANPAIGN 


OPENING MEETING IN RED DEER 
ON SATURDAY NIGHT. 


A well attended meeting of citizens 
and members of the G.W.V.A. was 
held. on Saturday evening in the Arm- 
ouries to consider the Y.M.C.A. cam- 
paign to be opened in the city and 
district on Monday, May 65th, and to 
ask for the endorsation of the 
G.W.V.A. to the movement. Mr. W. 
H. Woods, of Calgary, and Mr. Austin, 
the organizing secretary of the “Y” 
for the provinces of Alberta and B.C. 
were present to explain the reason 


and the need of the campaign for’ 
~ funds at the present time. 


Mr. R. 
Doran, president of the Red Deer 
local G.W.V.A., presided. Mr. T. A: 
Gaetz introduced the speakers, and 
asked Mr. Woods to explain the ob-' 
ject of calling the meeting. Mr. 
Woods said the Y.M.C.A. was practi- 
cally on trial in coming to the coun- 
try asking for funds to carry on their 
work at the present time. They as- 
sumed that the money spent had 
done good in the past, and wished to 
have the civil ~ population favorably 
influenced to give them support at 
present. They were therefore asking 
the G.W.V A. to endorse. their cam- 
paign and ‘give them their support 
at this time. He reviewed the work 
the “Y” had done during 1918, show- 
ing that they’ had spent a total of 
over $9,000,000 in their various act- 
ivities. They had received many 
criticisms of their work overseas, but 
he thought there were many who had 
cause to bless the “Y." They had 
done a business of over $6,000,000 in 
the canteens, which numbered 450, 
and this’ meant nearly 30 million sep- 
arate sales to soldiers. In adminis- 
tration only 144% was spent. The 
excess profits in their trading went to 
free service for soldiers, and 5 per 
cent had been given back in cash to 
the separate units. “The “Y” had de- 
voted $600,000 to the’ upkeep of the 
Khaki University overseas, and he 


claimed that it was the finest educa- 


tional enterprise organized. At the 
present time there are 13,000 soldier 
students taking lectures, and fitting 
themselvs to take a proper place in 
life on their return. He pointed out 
that the “Y’ had done.a business of. 
over ten million dollars, and that 


without those in charge haying had |, 


any previous experience, and starting 
in with small equipment and fey men. 
There were many thousands cu! men 
who could testify to their service on 
Vimy Ridge. He asked them to con- 
sider their record at the front and 
support the appeal for more funds if 
they thought the conduct of their 
work could be vindicated. They did 
not ask for support to carry on a fu- 
ture work from today, as they needed 
money to carry on the work at the 
present time and to pay for the work 
done since 1918. They -had used all, 
their surplus from last year, as shown 
on the audited balance sheet, and 
were at present in debt. They were. 
asking for $1,000,000 from the Dom- 
inion, and from Alberta $106,500. 
They expected to use $170,000 in Al- 
berta, so that they were not asking 
for more from the province than 
would be used in it. The money col- 
lected was for the purpose of work 
among returned soldiers. The money 
would not be used overseas. They 
expected to spend overseas $1,353,000 
all of which would be raised overseas 
by the sale of assets over there. Since 
the armistice was signed the demands 
on the “Y"” had practically doubled 
in England, as a great many men had 
to be taken care of who had prior to 
that been actually at war. The men 
were unsettled and needed cntertain- 
ing through what was practically a 
period of idleness. In returning from 
overseas every transport has a “Y” 
man on board to take care of the 
soliders’ comfort, arrange concerts, 
etc., to wile away the time. Every 
port has “Y” men present to arrange 
for posting letters, telegraphing, etc. 
All troop trains are attended to, and 
“y” men do the journey distribating 
cigarettes, apples, etc. Then there 
were “Y” men at all the military 
hospitals to provide entertainments 
and other arrangements for the com- 
fort of the patients. 

There were 11 demobilization Red 
Triangle Clubs operated by the “Y.” 
In Calgary they had a club room in 
the building opposite the Herald 
Building whichwas an excellent place 
for the men to spend their time in, 
and on an average there were 54 men 
sleeping on the premises every night. 

Ho asked support for their per- 
formances during the present year 
ait! the demobilization period. It was 
up to the men who had returned to 
see that this service was not with- 
held from the men still overseas, un- 
He 
asked for the support of the Veterans 
W-o had returned because they were 
best able to judge of the benefits the 
“y" gave to returning soldiers. He 
appealed to the citizens of Alberta 
for support in their civil activities 
for the benefit. of the community. 
They were allocating $35,000 in rural 
work. At present there were only 
three Y.M.C.A. in Alberta, in Calgary, 
Edmonton and Lethbridge, and they 
intended to go through the towns and 
villages and in co-operation with the 
churches and other responsible bod- 
ies undertake work among the boys. 
They intended to undertake athletic 
work, debating societies and other 
work to make good citizens of the 


youth of the country, We have lost 


56, 000 killed and 150,000 wounded, 
and the hope of Canada depended on 
what kind of men the young lads of 
today. were going to make. The 
Y.M.C.A. had appropriated a suffici- 
ent sum to reachthem and teach them 
and otherwise help them to grow up 

to all four-square men to take the 
places of the nen who would. not-re- 
turn. They also intended to under- 
take industrial work and contemplat- 
ed establishing Red Triangle Huts in 
large industries and in mines under 
competent secretaries. He believed 
that work would be a great benefit to 
‘the country, and would be a great de- 
terrent to BolShevism, as it would 
teach men to be kindly and helpful 
to one another, and give them an in- 
terest in national life. As citizeng he 
thought they were interested in that 
part of their work. 

Those were the objects of the cam- 
paign. In no case ¢did one dollar go 
to the upkeep or assistance of any 
local branch. The Calgary Y.M.CA. 
were putting on a separate campaign. 
. He asked them for the endorsation 
of the Red Deer G.W.V.A. local, and 
hoped they would be a great help 
in their campaign. 

Mr. Austin said—-they had the en- 
dorsation of the Dominion President 
of the G.W.V.A., the Provincial Pres- 
ident, and also the BC. President. He 
traced the work of the “Y” from the 
beginning of hostilities, pointing out 
that in 1914 they had only 6 men, 
without money or equipment, and 
without any standing in the army. 
Naturally there were many things at 
that time open to criticism, but the 
“y" had not always been to blame. 
In May 1917, the military authorities 
recognized the “Y,” and they became 
part of the army, just as any other 
branch of the service. 

In 1916 they had 30 officers and 150 
men, while in 1918 they had 220 offi- 
cers and 1800 men, with sufficient 
funds to carry on their activities and 
'give a more extensive service. He 
asked for a free and frank discus- 


sion. ‘ 
President Doran said he would 
leave it to the comrades, if they 


thought the campaign necessary, to 
give their consent — 

Several of the comrades gave their 
experiences in France and Flanders, 
and also in England in connection 
vith Y.M.C.A. work, ad several tren- 
chant questions were put and answer- 
ed. 

Capt. Gibson, who returned last 
week, spoke in glowing terms of what 
he had seen both at the front and on 
the return trip. He gave an interest- 
ing story of his experiences one night 
in the front line, when the “Y” collect- 
ed all the bonee and provided the 
men in the line with hot soup at mid- 
night, a ration which was badly need- 
ed and much appreciated. Speaking 
of the 1st July sports, he said he had 
never seen such a sports meeting 
‘either in England or Canada. He said 
the men could always get facilities 
for games without demur, with only 
the promise to return the goods, a 
promise which was often broken 
when the battalion was in a tight 
corner. On his return to Canada he 
found the “Y” still there with the 
goods, and said they would always 
have all the support he could possi- 
bly give them. Pte. Cookson and 
Bright also spoke in warm apprecia- 
tion. 

Mr. Botterill advised caution in giv- 
ing their endorsation as there was 
only a small percentage of the Red 
Deer club present, and others might 
wish to be heard on the matter. 

Mr. Gee ‘supported Mr. Botterill 
and although both Mr. Gaetz and Mr. 
Woods appealed for a decision on the 
point owing to the urgency of the 
matteg the meeting finally decided to 
adjourn until Sunday afternoon for 
further consideration. 

On Sunday afternoon the G.W.V.A. 
again met and went over the whole 
ground, the discussion lasting nearly 
three hours, and at the conclusion the 
following motion was passed: 

Moved by Comrade Dahl, seconded 
by Comrade Holmes, 

“That the G.W.V.A., Red Deer local, 
in meeting assembled this 4th day of 
May, 1919, do endorse the followany, 
resolution: 

“That whereas we t1ecognize the 
value of the work done by the Y.M.- 
C.A. for the benefit of our men on the 
fighting fronts, and in the military 
areas in England, and 

“Whereas the Y.M.C.A. has requcst- 
ed our endorsation of its policy in 
regard to returning soldiers, 

“Be it resolved that this association 
tender its moral support to this latter 
branch of ths work of the Y.M.C.A.” 


RED CROSS WORK.

INFORMATION ABOUT SOWING 
VEGETABLES. 


The time for sowing the seed and 
the early care of vegetables are very 
important factors in the successful 


growing of them. The seed of some 
kinds of vegetables will germinate at 
a temperature and under certain con- 
ditions of moisture at which other 
seeds will not germinate and will 
sometimes rot. 

Seeds of beets, carrots, lettuce, 
onions, parsnips, peas, radishes, kobl- 
rabi, garden cress, salsify, spinach, 
parsley and leeks can be sown as 
soon as the ground is dry enough in 
the spring so- that it will work well. 
The seedg germinate at relatively low 
temperatures and the plant will stand 
considerable frost without serious in-. 
jury. Other vegetables such as cab- 
bage, cauliftéwer and celery will also 
stand frost, but these are ustflly 


started in a hot-bed in order to save 


time in the field. Es 

Vegetables which require higher 
temperatures than the above in order 
to grow well and which are injured 
by light frosts are beans, corn, cu: 
cumber, melons, potatoes and squash. 

Seed of Jate cabbage is not sown 
until late in May, but it wiJl endure 
frost, and seed of Swede turnip 
should be sown late when required 
for the table. 

In order to obtain plants subject to 
light frosts, which are well advanced 
before-being set out, and to save con- 
siderable time in the field, melons, 
egg plants, peppers‘and tomatoes are 
usually started in hot-beds. 

Frequently lack of germination of 
seed is blamed on the quality of the 
seed, whereas, it may be due to the 
way to the seed is planted or to the 
rotting of the seed in the ground 
when certain kind of seeds have been 
sown too. early. Small vegetable 
seeds are often planted mugh too 
deeply. For the smaller seed one- 
quarter of an inch for the smallest to 
one half of an inch for those a little 
larger is deep enough. If planted 
much deeper the seed may germinate 
but the shoot does not reach the sur- 
face of the ground and the tiny plant 
dies. Peas, corn and beans are 
planted about two inches deep. In 
very loose soils, the surface of which 
dries down more than those fairly 
compact, slightly deeper planting may 
be necessary. : 

When the seed has germinated, 
great care should be taken to ven- 
tilate hot beds carefully. When the 
young plants come up, the frame 
should be kept sufficiently aired by 
raising the back or higher part of 
the sash to prevent the plants from 
getting spindly or weakly, when they 
are apt to damp off. When young 
plants are grown in a window in a 
house they are often thick in the 
pot, and if in the sun and with the 
surface soil wet, they are very liable 
to damp off or scald. They should be 
thinned out and transplanted as soon 
ag possible. Great care should be 
taken when the wind is high in cold 
weather as cold wind blowing direct- 
ly on the plants will injure them. A 
board should be put at the end of the 
sash to break the force of the wind. 

Plants which have been growing in 
a hot-bed or cold frame or in the 
house should be exposed to the open 
air for several days before they are 
set in the field, protecting them as 
usual at night, as if set in the field 
without hardening off in this way 
they are much more liable to be in- 
jured in cold or windy weather.

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WINNIPEG VETERANS OBJECT 
TO BISHOP. 


Winnipeg, April 25—The Great 
War Veterans, through their associa- 
tion, are -bringing every: pressure to 
bear upon Ottawa to secure the de- 
portation from Canada of Bishop 
Budka, head of the Ruthenian church 
in Western Canada. 

‘Vice-President Newton has issued 
a statement declaring that every con- 
stitutional step possible is being tak- 
en by the Great War Veterans’ Asso- 
ciation to get the ishop back to 
Austria, and arein® upon veterans 
the necessity: of refraining from tak- 
ing the matter into their individual 
hands and creating a situation which 
it is hoped to avoid. 

His statements infer that a move- 
ment is afoot in some circles to force 
the issue, and he says it must be ad- 
mitted that returned soldiers have 
every reason to be indignant at the 
laxity of the authorities. Mr. New- 
ton reviews the activities of the bis- 
hop in the early stages of the war, 
and refers to announcements which 
appeared in the Canadian Ruthenian 
urging Austrians to return to the 
defence of the fatherland. 

In conclusion, he says: “The re- 
turning soldier has no animosity to- 
wards Ruthenians who are in process 
of becoming good Canadian citizens, 
but he certainly is justified in refus- 
ing to tolerate a leader amongst the 
people who preaches the pernicious 
doctrines dbove described, nor does it 
help matters when this i.udividual, 
still an alien enemy, is permitted to 
go where and when he pleases with- 
out being required to report to the 
police like other alien enemies. This 
is said to be a democratic country, 
involving administration of the law 
without fear or favor to bishop and 
layman, rich and poor, alike.”

The Khaki University of Canada 
has established a Camp at Ripon, Eng- 
land.

Science, Agriculture, Law and _ 1st 
year Medicine with the exception of 
Anatomy. There is also a Theologi- 
cal department. The Staff includes 
upwards of sixty instructors, among 
them Professors Wrong of Toronto 
and Rose of McGill. Through the 
medium of the Khaki University 
there have also been placed three 
hundred men in the British Universi- 
ties, ‘the requirements being that 
these students should have complet- 
ed two years in Canada. There are 
about ninety of them at Edinburgh 
and there is a flourishing Canadian 
Students’ Society doing propaganda 
work for Canada. All the British 
Universities are represented in this 
Co-operative movement. In addition 
to that the right has been secured for 
all Canadians in the British forces to 
share in the very large gift of the 
British treasury for education. 


It is expected that tenders will be 
called for in the immediate future 
for the erection of a new laboratory 
building at the north-west corner of 
the Arts Building at the University. 
This structure will be upwards of 
two hundred and fifty feet long and 
two stories in height.

SUMMER SCHOOL FOR RETURN- 
ED MEN. 


Arrangements have been completed 
for the summer courses for returned 


soldiers. This summer session will 
Open .at the University of Alberta, 
Edmonton, on May 19th next, and will 
continue until September 12th. The 
purpose of this summer school is to 
furnish assistance to men whose 
studies have been interrupted by the 
war that too much time may not be 
lost in getting into regular classes 
aguin. In some cases men who had 
left school before enlistment are 
anxious to resume their studies. Pro- 
vision will be made for these men 


also, Returned men everywhere are 
invited to take advantage of this 
school. 


The school will be so organized to 
give as far as possible individual’ in- 
struction. Thus a man may. enter 
with almost any attainment and make 
as rapid progress as he ig capable of. 
Any returned man who is interested 
in improving his education, with the 
idea of remaining in some institution 
in the fall should write the Depart- 
ment of Education, Edmonton, at 
once. 

Returned men only will be admitted 
to these courses. The University 
Dormitories and boarding facilities 
will be available for men who may 
attend. A rate similar to that  pre- 
vailing during the regular session 
will be allowed, namely thirty dollars 
per month for both room and board. 

The department of Education will 
furnish tuition in these courses free. 
The session will close in time for 
those qualified to enter the Normal 
School or proceed with University 
work. All likely to attend should ad- 
vise the Department at once that all 
courses required may be included in

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THE NEWS’. WEEKLY SERMON 


. By Rev. Gordon Matthews. 
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“In the Beginning God.’—Gen. 1-1. 


When we open our bibles at the 
fiyst page we rend the magnificent 
story of the origin of things. 


Men have ever stood ,in wonder 
before, the physical universe, .and 
many nations have left behind them 
their traditional account of the origin 
of things which now are. Babylon, 
India and Greece, not to speak of 
many lesser peoples, have bequeath- 
ed to us their world-birth stories. But 
amongst them all there is none to 
compare with that of the Hebrews as 
recorded in the first 
Genesis. 


For sublimity combined with sim- 
Plicity, for spirituality with reality, 
for a worthy representation, who is 
not here, as so often elsewhere, de- 
graded to the level of a super-man, 
and for an elevated view of man as 
the image of God, the Bible Genesis 
Stands unique. 


As we study these Chapters we nat- 
urally ask what is the thing of first 
importance they contain, what is 
their essential message? What ought 
we to look for most? It is not so 
much the story of creation as_ it 
eYolves stage by stage, rather do we 
see the unveiling of God. 


The lessons of the bible creation 
story are first lessons in the nature 
and character and activity of God. 
In the first verse we have the’ key 
thought, “In, the beginning God." 
God is the first thought offered to the, 
mind and is the thought which re- 
mains supreme ‘all through. 


The first chapter of Genesis is not 
a scientific treatise written to ex- 
plain the workings of. natural !awa, 
it is a statement of the fact of God 
and the fact of creation. It {fg not 
intended to give us lessons in worlé 
building, but to attract the mind to 
Him who built it. 

It is not so much about creation as 
about the Creator. From this view- 
point the opening words “In the be- 
ginning God” stand at once as faith's 
great assumption and also as its mag- 
nificent affirmation. 

Our aim must be to see what this 
story has to teach us about the char- 
acter, nature and activity of God, 
and then apply its spiritual message 
to the needs of our own day. There 
are reasons that are self-evident 
which force upon us the conclusion 
that one of the greatest needs of our 
time is a re-discovery of God. 

The re-discovery of God means that 
He should be the supreme object of 
our thoughts and the groat care of 
our lives. But can we say that this 
is true of the great mass of human- 
ity? Is it not rather true that when 
we think of God at all we think of 
Him as Something added on to the 
rest of life? There is business, 
pleasure and family, the problens of 
peace and reconstruction and the fu- 
ture and now and then God! Cod is 
not the supreme fact, the fundament- 
al guiding principle, and that 1s why 
religion to many is “such a bore.” It 
4s also the cause of life béing so full 
of perplexity and failure and misery. 
If God is our ‘Creator, reason de- 
mands that life must be ‘a miserable 
thing without conscious communion 
with Him. bf ° 

Generally speaking, instead of be- 
ginning with God, we begin with any- 
thing else first, and only afterwards 
think of God. It is better to begin 
with God, bring Him into the begin- 
ning of every care and perplexity, 
every labor and every enterprise, 
rather than to begin with the care 
and labor and then after all, as a last 
resort, bring it to God. 

What kind of a God {is it that this 
first chapter reveals to us, the God 
whom we should set at the beginning 
of all life? There is a_ threefold 
revelation of His character, showing 
us His reality, His supremacy and 
His beauty. 

Here is a real, living Divine activ- 
ity. He. is not only a collection of 
sublime names and words and_  ab- 
stract notions, but the One in whom 
we live and move and have our being. 
All that we really know best of God 
we have seen by looking into the 
Divine face of His Son, Jesus Christ. 
He that hath seen Him hath seen the 
Father. If we begin with the thought 
that God is real, then we shall come 
to recognise His supremacy. He is 
supreme in His own being, and He

is supreme in His ‘authority. .The 
human response to the supremacy of 
God is obedience. By obedience is 
meant putting--ourselves in-the way 
of hearing, heeding and acting on 
what God says, without fear or with- 
out doubt. 

Then - there is His beauty. It is 
beauty of mind, of thought, of char- 
acter, of action. At every stage He 
is careful to observe that “it is good.” 
How can we respond to this? Only 
by worship, which includes admira- 
tion, acknowledgment, adoration and 
affection. 

The man who is once persuaded of 
the living reality, the absolute su- 
premacy, the perfect besuty of his 
Maker is not far from the Kingdom 
of God.”

INFLUENZA OF THE PAST. 


How many persons are aware that 
influenza, which we are apt to regard 
as a strictly modern complaint, is 
really a disorder of- respectable stand- 


ing, and even of remote antiquity? 
Yet we have the authority of the 
“British Medical Journal’ for the 
statement that thirty years before the 
coming of the Armada epidemic in- 
fluenza was known in this country as 
the “burning ague,” and a little later 
in the sixteenth century it figured as 
the “new delight’ and the | “gentlo 
correction.” . 

In 1562 Mary Queen of Scots fell a 
victim to the prevailing epidemic. 

andolph, Elizabeth’s Ambassador 
writes to Cecil from Edinburgh : 

“Maye it please your Honer im- 
mediately upon the Queen's § arrival 
here, she fell acquaynted with anew 
disease thatis-common in this towne, 
called here the new acquayantance, 
which passes also through her whole 
Courte, neither sparing lordes, ladies 
nor damoyselles, not so much as either 
Frenche or English. It is a plague 
in their heades that have it and a 
soreness in their stomackes, with a 
great coughe, that remayneth with 
some longer, with others’ shorter 
tyme,.as yt findeth after bodies for 
tho nature of the disease. The quono 
kept her bed six days. There was 
no appearance of danger, nor manie 
that die of the disease, excepte some 
olde folks. My lord of Murray is 
now presently in it, the lord of 
Lidingetone hath it, and I am asham- 
ed to say that I have byne free of 
it, seeing it seeketh acquayntance at 
all man's handes.” = 

Fifty years later we have a dour 
Scottish writer attributing the then 
prevalent epidemic to the Act of 
Union between England and Scotland 
in 1707. The “new burning agues,” 
he says, “are due to the effects and 
evidences of God's displeasure ap- 
pearing more and more against us 
since the incorporating unions, ming- 
ling ourseves with the people of these 
abominations, (namely, the English) 
making ourselves liable to the judg- 
ments, of which we are deeply sham- 
ing.” 7

Rome, April 30.—The excitement 
throughout Italy has abated after the 
vote in the Chamber of Deputies, ex- 
pressing confidence in Premier Or- 
lando and the government. Every- 
body is’ awaiting the effect the vote 
will have on the attitude of President 
Wilson and the allied powers, and 
the hope is generally expressed that 
the peace conference will see the 
necessity of satisfying the Italian 
claims, thus ayoiding a complete 
rupture which, it is pointed out in 
certain quarters, might lead to grave 
consequences.

The boy looked at her very grave- 
ly, but my friend says she shall 
never forget the rebuke in his voice 
ag he said, a trifle impatiently: 

“Mummy, dear, you can’t expect a 
fellow to obey rules laid down for a 
lot of old Israelites.” 4 

It may be added, however, that 
since he had become a Boy Scout ‘he 
has reconsidered his opinion about 
parental authority. 

Seriously, however, children’ are 
becoming more self-reliant, more 
self-opinionated, more like miniature 
men and women, and I am not so 
sure that it is good for them, for us, 
or for the world at large. There is 
only. one Golden Age, and we, who 
can remember the delights of of our 
own childhood, ‘realize that the ups 
and downs of our April existence 
were very simple, and, in a fashion, 
sheltered too. We knew far -less of 
the outside world than do the young 
folk of today. Authority was ac 
cepted without argument.

My military geography was rather 
weak, so hoping to end the chain of 
questions, J explained that a field- 
marshal obeyed the government and 
the king.

London, May 1.—One of the prin- 
cipal features of the arrangenemt for 


indemnity to Belgium, against which 
Belgium is protesting, is that that 
country will receive $500,000,000 as a 
part of the $5,000,000,000 which Ger- 
many will be asked to pay by the 
end of next year as a part of a total 
reparation to be exacted later, accord- 
ing to the Paris correspondent of the 
The Belgian delegates, it is 
added, decline to accept the arrange- 
ment without consulting their govern- 
ment because it leaves undecided the 
proportion of the ultimate reparation 
money to be allotted to Belgium. 

A Reuter dispatch from Paris states 
that a meeting of the Belgian cabinet 
has been discussed. It has been de- 
cided, the dispatch states, that three 
members of the Belgian cabinet will 
be sent to Paris to instruct the Bel- 
gian delegates.

NEGLECTING A CHANCE IN EX- 
PORT TRADE. 


In securing trade orders under Can- 
adian credits abroad, the Canadian 
‘Trade Commission reports that cer- 
tain industries have taken a prom- 
inent place, and that other classes 
equally important have done little to 
obtain an allocation. As the main 
idea in establishing credits was to 
enable Dominion industries as a 
whole to “carry on” over a difficult 
period, end to enable a larger entry 
to be made into the export field, the 
attention of business men in all in- 
dustries is called to the Conditions. 
't is thought advisable to spread the 
credits over unused factory capacity 
without confining the benefits to a 
few lines, and thug prevent unemploy- 
ment where possible. Present con- 
ditions offer ‘golden opportunities 
of entering the permanent’ export 
markets which may not again recur, 
and the Commission impresses = on 
trades which may never have export- 
ed before the striking advantages of 
group endeavor. 

Woollen and garment-making firms, 
it is learned, are not planning to take 
orders which may interfere with the 
domestic orders expected in a few 
monthg though in some cases gar- 
ment factories are only running 25% 
of capacity. The average running 
capacity of all industries in Canada 
at present is probably 70 to 75%. 
Trades already organized into groups 
are manufacturers of paint and varn- 
ish, agricultural implements, hard- 
ware, boots and shoes, woollens and 
clothing.

WILL BAN HUTTERITES 


Ottawa, April 30—The house of 
commons, having approved = yester- 
cer- 
tain classes of immigration, no time 
was lost by the cabinet in banning 
the Hitterites from Western Canada. 
It is understood that the necessary 
order-in-council was passed today. 

Hon. J. A. Calder took the ground 
that the only way these undesirable 
settlers could be excluded until the 
immigration bill became law was un- 
der the War Measures Act. He intend- 
ed to take action under this act until 
the principle was approved hy parlia- 
ment. For this reason this particular 
clause was the first discussed yester- 
day; it was unanimously approved by 
the government supporters and hence 
the action today,

BRITISH POLITICS. 


_—_—_ 


It is generally admitted, says the 
Manitoba Free Press, that the pre- 
sent British House of Commons was 
elected on issues almost entirely un- 
connected with home affairs and ala 
time when the electorate was far 
more interested in what could and 
would be done to secure the objects 
of the war and to remove the restric- 
tions necessitated by its prosecution. 
The delicate and highly complex 
problems of industrial reorganiza- 
tion, resuscitation of trade and com- 
merce, and the rehabilitation of the 
dilapidated social structure, together 
with the realization of reforms long 
overdue and still further postponed 
by the war, figured hardly at all in 
the election campaign of last Decem- 
ber. This condition constitutes one 
of the gravest dangers before the 
Coalition government. The “extinc- 
tion” of the old Liberal party was 
largely due to the necessity of sup- 
porting the Coalition as against ex- 
ternal dangers in connection with the 
peace. The programmes of the Lib- 
eral and Labor parties hinged for the 
most part on internal questions 
These were thrown into the back: 
ground and the Coalition was yiven 
a mandate—or rather’ several  dis- 
tinct and variant: mandates—to con- 
clude a peace treaty which should 
secure reparation from Germany and 
provide guarantees against the repe- 
tition of the struggle to win which 
such huge sacrifices had been made. 
In the gesult a House of Commons 
was elected which was first of all 
“sound” in its peace programnie! 
but which was also predominantly 
Unionist and, probably, reactionary, 
in regard to internal politics. 

If there could be no great diverg- 
ence between the Liberal Coalition- 
ists and their Unionist colleagues on 
the peace issues the same cannot be 
said in regard to internal aifairs. 
The differences between the two cld 
parties about most of the latter are 
fundamental. Mr. Lloyd George still 
proclaims himself a Libéral. Ife has 
already broken with one of the most 
powerful supporters of the party 
whose use of a war-time majority to 
put through peace-time policies dur- 
ing the six years following the 1900 
election he so_ bitterly denounced. 
Tt remains to he seen, therefore, 
whether the British Premier can 
carry his Unionist supporters with 
him on questions such as taxation, 
land reform. housing, Irish — self-gov- 
‘ernment and reform of the Honse of 
Lords; or whether he will be com- 
pelled to choose between abandoning 
the Liberal principles he professes 
and appealing to the electorata to 
support them.

Lacombe Globe: A_ record price 
was reached in the beef market this 
week when Fred McFetridge, a well- 
known cattle dealer, Lacombe, pur- 
chased aneleven months old ca® from 
Madden of the L.U. ranch at Black- 
falds fur the sum of $125.00. This 
baby beef is only one of 56 head 
which Mr. Madden is feeding, and 
eminent stock men place the live 
weight of these cattle at 850 Ibs 
These calves were purchased by Mr. 
Madden last fall from Walter Scott, 
one-time resident of Lacombe. They 
are all white faces, and were put into 
the teed lot at an average weight of 
450 lbs. This is the first experiment 
in feeding-baby beef in a car-load lot 
that has been tried in the Lacombe 
district, and Mr. Madden deserves 
much credit in his choice of animals 
and his success as a feeder.

N MCA. PLANS 
OVERSEAS) 


The Overseas section. of the Cana- 
dian Y.M.C.A. has issued an official 
announcement of its plans. In laying 
out its military work for 1919, it was 
estimated that the Overseas’ end 
could be carried on without further 
appeal to Canada for funds, the nec- 
essary work remaining being made 
possible by utilizing canteen funds 
and balances of contributions, and by 
realizing on its assets in stocks and 
equipment. . 

The liquidation of these assets is 
now in progress, so far as the work 
permits, the decreasing numbers of 
Canadian troops in France opening 
the way to a reduction in equipment, 
in expenses of operation and in 
stocks. As the number of Canadians 
in England is maintained by new 
arrivals from France, the program 
there must be well continued. 

It is right that every Canadian sol- 
dier should know that every dollar 
collected in Canada for overseas, as 
well as every cent of profits from 
overseas operations, such as the can- 
teens, and .the entire realization of 
assets overseas will be spent in his 
service on this side of the Atlantic. 

The Overseas Executive of the “Y” 
figure that the funds obtained from 
these sources will permit the contin- 
uation’ of the “Y" program until de- 
mobilization in France is complete, 
and in England until August 31st. 
Since by that date it seems certain 
that every Canadian will be on his 
way to Canada, there is no prospect 
of even the last soldier from over- 
seas suffering from any serious cur- 
tailment of the Y.M.C.A. program.

CATTLE, 


» Several loads of good cattle were 
again on the Calgary market this 
week, and the prices on the steers 
were practically as high as they were 
last week, quality considered. , The 
best steers will bring from $15.50 to 
$15.75. Cows were selling better, and 
while last week those which were 
not top quality were somewhat neg- 
lected, this week there is a stronger 
tone for the females and the best 
cows bring up to $14. There have 
been more of the better class of feed- 
ers taken out this week, at prices up 
to $11.50. Not many bulls offered. 
Veal still scarce. Most of the re- 
ceipts which are coming on the mark- 
els now are finished cattle, and the 
stuff which has not been put in shap2 
for killing is not getting anytning 
like the top prices. 

Better finished cattle* are being 
marketed in Edmonton this week, tnd 
theprices are correspondingly advanc- 
ed, with the best sales at $14.00 for 
steers and cows bring $12. Stockers 
and feeders continue to be in strong 
demand, and, for the short-keep feed- 
ers, the price has been advanced un- 
til some of the good ones are bring- 
ing up to $13. Springer cows are 
brisk, and bring from $120 to $140. 
High prices are being paid for some 
of the choice veal calves. 


HOGS. 


Still higher prices are realized con 
hogs, with the sales on Wednesday at 
Calgary touching $22.50, and one load 
a dime higher. Thursday they were 
practically all at $22.60. Receipts 
were light, and this morning's arriv- 
als were sold promptly at $23.00. 

Like other western hog markets, 
Edmontonhas been getting top figures 
also, but the receipts are light.

Cheese fac- 
tories are not making as muchas 
usual, with nothing likely to be offer- 
ed for a couple of monthg yet. Hay 
Is still unsettled, and the prices are 
quoted from $15 to $25, according to 
location.

TMERCANTILE aT 
& OWGANZED 
BY DOMINION 


Montreal, hay 1.— Canada will open 
& new- chapter in her national’ his- 
tory one. day: next week ~ when the 
first ton of freight in the great trade 
service which the Dominion govern- 
ment has inaugurated by the crganiz- 
ation of the Canadian government 
mercantile marine -will be carried in 
a Canadian government vessel. 

Today the government took over 
one of the large sheds on the har- 
bor front here, and H. Milbourne, 
marine superintendent of the govern- 
ment marine service, opened up his 
Office. Canadian-built boats will be 
used in the -service. The Canadian 
Ranger and Canadian Pioneer, both 
built at the Canadian Vickers Yards 
in Montreal, will inaugurate the new 
service, and as they. are ships of 8,100 
tons burden they will be able to carry 
a large cargo on each voyage. 

TWENTY VESSELS EXPECTED 

It: is confidently predicted that 
before the middle of the coming sea- 
son there will be at least twenty ves- 
sels in the new government service. 

A ‘start will be made in carrying 
Canadian products to West Indian 
and South American ports. ' The ves- 
sels will carry raw materials for the 
most part on the’ outward voyage, 
but with the development of Cana- 
dian industry there is every likeli- 
hood of a large trade being done 
soon in the manufactured products of 
the Dominion. From the West In- 
dies their boats will return with trop- 
ical and semi-tropical fruits, coffee 
and ginger. The first vessel will re- 
turn to Canada with a cargo of sugar 
from Havana. 

The government has plans for 
pushing further afield and will estab- 
lish a regular service with Great Brit- 
ain during the course of the next 
few months. :

So long as men and women want to 
get from one place to another quickly 
and cheaply, so long as “kids” like 
fun and exercise combined, the bicy- 
cle industry will live and flourish.

MEETING OF ALLIES 
~ AND HUNS IS TENSE| 


GERMAN DELEGATE CouLp. 

HARDLY" SUSTAIN HIMSELF ..:]. 
THROUGH BITTEREST MOMENT], 

OF HIS LIFE. 

Versailles, May 1.—The German 
and allied delegates met today for the 
first time, when credentials were ex- 
changed. The moment of meeting 
was a tense one. Pale, and almost 
fainting from~ pmotiog Count von 
Brockdorff-Rantzau, the’ German for: |. 
eign secretary and head of the peace 
delegation, sat through what evident- 
ly was one of the bitterest moments 
of hig life. He was barely able to 
sustain himself on his feet through 
the brief ceremony, and to reach the 
waiting automobile which had brought 
him to the gathering. 


THE MEETING. 


The meeting took place in the room 
of the Trianon hotel, used for the 
sessions of the supreme military 
council. Count von Brockdorff-Rant- 
zau, on entering, was accompanied by 
Herr Landsberg, Professor Shueck- 
ing, and two secretaries, and waiting 
for him the allied representatives 
were grouped around Jules Cambon, 
‘former French Ambassador at Berlin, 
who is chairman of the comission. 
Other members of the allied party in- 
cluded Lord Harding, Great Britain; 
Ambassador Matsui, Japan, and Hen- 
ry White of the United States. 

M. Cambon .immediately addressed 
Count von’ Brockdorff-Rantzau, stat- 
ing that he was chairman of the com- 
mission entrusted by the allied pow- 
ers to receive and examine the cred- 
entials of the German delegates as 
the first step in a conference, which 
it was expected would lead to peace. 

“Here are,” continued M. Cambon, 
extending as he spoke, “the formal 
crédentials of the allied commission 
as plenipotentiaries to the meeting.”. 
Count von’ Brockdortf-Rantzau. sur- 
rendered the German credentials with 
even less of a formal address, his 
emotion being too great to enable him 
to deliver an extended discourse.

Hundreds 
of letters to the Herald and Examin- 
er from all over the middle west in- 
dicate that the farmer is unanimous 
on the subject. 

Now when a class of people so im- 
portant and conservative as the 
farmers is unanimous on any subject 
it would seem time to examine the 
cause. If we of the cities, which af- 
ter all would not exist but for the 
farmers, are doing the rural folks an 
injustice, we ought to know it. 

We have been thoughtless, it 
seems, in our glib disposal of the ar- 
gument with the remark: 

“Let the farmer go ahead = and 
work by sun time, if he wants - to. 
“What's to prevent him?” 

Quite shappy. Clever stuff, as we 
city slickers sometimes say. 

But it appears’ we ,Wwere not so 
smart as we thought we were. We 
quite overlooked the small circum- 
stance that the farmer is not the 
cloistered monk; that he has more or 
less frequent dealing with the out- 
side world of mé6re or less import- 
ance to us in the citiés. 

There are trains to catch, includ- 
ing milk trains. Occasionally the 
farmer has business at the bank, the 
post office or the auto repair shop. 
His wife has shopping to do in town. 
The picture show and the Chautau- 
qua lecture are. essentials in modern 
country life. 

Yes, let the farmer work by the 
sun—ag the very nature of his busi- 
ness, so important to us all, compels 
him to do. 

And then let him be one hour late 
every time he tries to connect with 
one of civilization’s activities beyond 
his own fence.

AMMIGRATION BILL PASSES in 
OTTAWA HOUSE. 


Amendment to Prohibit Entry from 
Southeastern Europe Stands Over. 


Ottawa, May 1.—With the excep- 
tion of an amendment by Hume Cro- 
nyn, London, the immigration _ bill 
passed the committee in the house 
today. Mr. Cronyn's amendment 
aims to prohibit for a term of five 
years, the entry into Canada of peo- 
ple from southeastern Europe. He 
specified a geographical line of de- 
markation. 

“It is a novel proposition,” the min- 
ister of immigration said, and Mr. 
Calder could not see clearly how the 
system could be: worked. Eventually 
after some discussion, the amend- 
ment was allowed to stand. It now 
remains the only topic for discussion 
in committee on the bill. 

For the greater part of the day’s 
sitting, the bill was under discussion. 
In the afternoon, S. W. Jacobs, Mon- 
treal, moved ‘that the clause estab- 
lishing a literary test for immigrants 
should be struck out. But his amend- 
ment was defeated by 75 to 37 on a 
straight party vote.

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HOTEL WILL BE 
CONVERTED INTO: . 
LADIES’ COLLEGE 


STRATHCONA IN EDMONTON HAS 
BEEN LEASED BY MANAGE: 
‘MENT AT RED DEER. 


Edmonton, May _ 1.—What used to 
be one of the best known. hostelries 
in this city is now to be converted 
into a ladies’ college. The old Strath- 
cona hotel has been leased by the 
management of the Alberta Ladies’ 
College: of Red Deer, and alterations, 
are being commenced to make it 
ready for occupation next fall as tem- 
porary premises for the institution. 
A five year lease hag been signed and 
the building will be. used both for 
class room and dormitory purposes. 

Rev. N. D. Keith, principal of the 
college, made this announcement at 
the morning session of the Presby- 
terlan synod, when he gave a report 
on the year’s school work.- The rea- 
son for the move, he explained, was 
the fact. that Assiniboia hall, where 
the college has been temporarily lo- 
cated for the past three years, will 
be required by the university author- 
ities at the opening of the fall term. 

A site for a permanent building for 
the college has heen secured, Princi- 
pal Keith also announced. The block 
of land, comprising about four acres, 
originally bought by the city for a 
hospital site near the corner of 
Whyte avenue and 109th street, is sto 
be taken over by the college board at 
a price of $5,000. 


PLANS ARE SECURED. 


A permanent building will be erect- 
ed, for which plans have already 
been secured. Mr. Keith stated, how- 
ever, that actual building operations 
would not be commenced until the 
necessary funds were in the bank, as 
the institution was’ determined not 
to go into debt. 

The report said it was proposed to 
change the name of the institution 
this year, and the’ offer of a prize 
for the best suggestion of a suitable 
name would remain open till July. 
The connection with Red Deer, where 
the school was first located, will be 
dropped. The attitude of the synod 
toward a readjustment of the theo- 
logical college situation throughout 
the Presbyterian church in Canada 
was tested out on a motion to ask 
the general ‘assembly to Consider pos- 
sible consolidation and . greater co- 
operation. There was a feeling on 
the part of some of the delegates 
that for the present the ministerial 
training work of the denomination 
could be done by three or four col- 
leges instead of the eight now being 
maintained and that better work also 
could be thus done by consolidating. 
By a close vote, however, the synod 
decided not to make such a request 
of the assembly, the fact that the 
body had already adopged a college 
policy being considered good reason 
for not re-opening the question. A 
theological college at every univer- 
sity centre was the theory upon which 
the Dominion-wide church was: work- 
ing.

WARSHIPS GOING CHEAP. 


The millionaire who seeks a new 


outlet for hig gold will soon have an 
opportunity without precedent, when 
a large number of~ships which have 
done useful work in the war come un- 
der the auctioneer's hammer. 

At one of the last Admiralty sales 
before the war, no fewer than fifteen 
ships were sold, and for $250,000 it 
was possible to become the owner of 
a navy a South American State might 
have envied. 

Among them was the Belleisle, a 
battleship of- 4,717 tons, with armor 
plating from four to twelve inches 
thick, and equipped with engines, 
boilers, condensers, etc. Originally 
built for the Turkish navy, she had 
seen thirty years of service before 
she was made an experimental target 
for the Majestic’s guns. But she 
was still a stout vessel, able to give 
a good account of herself in battle, 
and dirt cheap at the $43,000 she 
fetched in the Chatham Dockyard 
sale. ; 

nother doughty ship of war was 
te Duke of Wellington, which, in the 
days of her pride, had carried 131 
guns,-and headed the line at a great 
Spithead review held by Queen Vic- 
toria. For this magnificent ship the 
paltry sum of $42,750 was paid. 

The Algiers, over which the admir- 
al's flag had floated at Chatham for 
some years, was knocked down for 
$46,750. The Edgar, a battleship of 
91 guns fetched $25,500; and the Han- 
nibal changed hands for $22,500; the 
modest sum of $175,000 thus securing 
five battleships which must have cost 
at least a million pounds sterling. 

Another Admiralty sale of the time 
included that fine first-class battle- 
ship, Collingwood, a vessel of 9,500 
tons, armed with four  twelve-inch 
guns, and built at a cost of $3,120,000 
and the cruiser Pique, of. 3,600 tons, 
built at Jarrow in 1890 for $720,000. 

But these are mere crumbs com- 
pared witn the feast that will soon 
be spread for the buyers of warships 
that have served their day in the 
world’s greatest war. 
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VON HINDENBURG WILL RETIRE 
TO PRIVATE LIFE. 


Berlin, May 2.—Field Marshal von 
Hindenburg has written President 
Ebert announcing his intention to 
retire to private life. 

“During the transitional periods,” 
says von Hindenhurg, “I consider it - 
my duty to serve the Fatherland, but 
with the conclusion of a preliminary 
peace, my task will be fulfilled, and 
my desire to retire, in view of my ad- 
vanced age, will be universally under-

OUTLINE PLANS FOR 
LAUNCHING LEAGUE 
OF NATIONS 


PROPOSAL EXPLAINED AT LUN- 
CHEON GIVEN TO NEW SECRE. 
TARY-GENERAL IN PARIS, 


_ Paris, April 30.—Plans for launch- 
ing the league of nations were pretty 
definitely outlined at a luncheon 
which Colonel E. M: House gave to- 
day to Sir James Eric Drummond, the 
secretary-general of the league; Lord 
Robert Cecil, and others. 

The plans are divided into three 
main stages: 

First—Preparatory details, which 
will be worked out at headquarters to 
be established at London during the 
coming summer: 

Second—The inauguration of the 
league dt Washington next October: 

Third—The permanent  establish- 
ment of the league at Geneva next 
fall or winter. 

The preparatory details will begin 
soon after the signing of the treaty 
and will be in the hands of the com- 
mittee designed by President Wil- 
son’s resolution before the last plen- 
ary session of the conference. Lord 
Robert Cecil, Colone! House, and the 
Greek premier, M. Venizelos, will be 
among the members. 

Leon Burgeois will probably not be 
the French member as he does not 
speak English. Most of the pro- 
ceedings will be in English, and it is 
expected that only members of the 
committee will be chosen who speak 
that language. 

Colonel House, with a considerable 
staff, will remain in Europe after the 
conference closes, and headquarters 
will be removed to London, which is 
more convenient for preliminary 
work. 

President Wilson will fix the date 
of the first meeting and ask tho na- 
tions to namo their three delegates 
to attend the inaugural gathering at 
Washington. 
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INFERNAL MACHINES FOUND IN 
MAILS AT NEW YORK. 


Washington, April 30.—Post office 
inspectors at New York city reported 
today the dscovery of 17 inffernal 
machines put into the mails address- 
ed to prominent officials, including 
cabinet officers. 

After a consistent examination of 
the mails many exploders were dis- 
covered, some of which were short of 
proper postage, and were addressed 
to many prominent men. Among 
those to which addresses were made 
apparently by the same writer, were 
the names of Postmaster-General Bur- 


leson, Secretary of Labor Wilson, 
John OD. Rockefeller, jr., Senator 
Hardwick, of Georgia, and _ others 


equally prominent in the business and 
social life of the country. 

One of the machines is understood 
to have oxploded during examination, 
but without causing great damage.

ANTAGONISM TO PUBLIC OWN. 
ERSHIP DISPLEASING To 
THE WEST 


Ottawa, Ont., April 30.—The at- 
titude of the, opposition since the 
Easter recess towards the govern- 
ment policies on the railway and im- 


migration problems have greatly dim- 
inished the possibility of an early ‘re-. 
construction of Liberals. The antag- 
onism of the opposition leaders to 
public ownership was very evident, 
while on the immigration bill last 
night the only speaker left was S. 
W. Jacobs, Jacques Cartier, who op- 
posed the government's measure as 
unnecessary and urged that alien 
enemies ghould not be debarred. 
Western Liberals are frank in ad- 
mitting that they have been given 
frosh evidence of the gulf that separ- 
ates them from the present opposition 
leaders, and say that under its ex- 
{sting auspices and control Liberals ‘in 
parliament cannot expect to recruit 
real radicals to its ranks. It is 
pointed out in this connection that 
the platform of the Canadian council 
of Agriculture contained a govern- 
ment ownership plank and it is asked 
how the western farmers favoring 
state ownership, .can ally themselves 
with a party apparently overwhelm- 
ingly for private enterprise, and in 
addition seemingly antagonistic to a 
scheme designed to give the west 
more railways. The opinion is now 
pretty general that the chances of a 
Unionist cleavage over the budget 
are extremely remote. While it is 
taken for granted that the tariff pro- 
posals to be gubmitted may not go 
ag far as some of the free trade wings 
of the party desire, it is believed that 
it will nevertheless adopt the posi- 
tion that half a loaf is better than no 
bread, and take its chances with the 
governmentrather than with the op- 
position for future concessions. 


JnPAN’S PROBLEM 
ON KIAO-CHAU 
IS SETTLED NOW 


GERMANY WILL SURRENDER 
HOLDING AND SHANTUNG PEN- 
INSULA GOES TO CHINA. 


New York, May 1.—The Associated 
Press last night issued the following: 

Detailg concerningthe latest phases 
of the deliberations of the council of 
three of the peace conference in 
Paris are somewhat obscure. It is 
known, however, that the Japanese 
question, concerning Kiao-Chau, has 
been settled. The terms of the agree- 
ment, according to unofficial advices, 
involve the surrender by Germany of 
Kiao-Chau to Japan, but in due course 
Japan will re-transfer this stronghold 
on the Shantung peninsula to China. 


REPARATION FOR BELGIUM. 


Likewise, it is stated, also unoffi- 
cially, that there are indications that 
the council of three has looked with 
favor upon the request of the Belgians 
for an immediate advance on their 
share of the indemnity which Ger- 
many is to pay in reparation for dam- 
ages and given the delegates satis- 
factory assurances that the money 
will be forthcoming for the Belgians 
to begin the reconstruction of the 
country over-run by the Germans. 

Therefore, the only outstanding 
problem of great importance before 
the council apparently is that due to 
the claims of Italy to Fiume and the 
Dalmatian region. 

Although both the Italian. Senate 
and Chamber of Deputies have given 
Premier Orlando’s government and 
the Italian delegates to the peace con- 
ference, strong votes of confidence 
{or their stand in endeavoring to ob- 
tain for Italy a strict fulfilment of 
her demands, there is no evidence as 
yet of the prospect of an immediate 
compromise being offered by either 
side to the controversy. 


NEGOTIATIONS WITH ITALY. 


Intimations have been received in 
Paris that overtures for resumption 
of the conference on the disputed 
question would receive every atten- 
tion in Rome and would be accept- 
able but it has been asserted in Paris 
that the prevailing sentiment among 
the delegates of France, Great Britain 
and the United States is opposed to 
requesting the Italian delegates to re- 
turn. 

It has been added, however, that if 
the Italians should evidence e& disposi- 
tion to give up their claims to Fiume, 
the president in the interest of har- 
mony, doubtless could make sugges- 
tions which would permit of a con- 
tinuation of ‘the negotiations without 
the sacrifice of dignity by the Italians. 

The members of the council are de- 
clared to be unwilling to concede Fi- 
ume to the Italians, even if such a re- 
fusal should result in Italy finding 
herself not able to sign the poace 
treaty. Thomas Nelson Page, the 
United States ambassador to Italy, 
has conferred at longth with Prem- 
ier Orlando and foreign minister Son- 
nino and telegraphed a report to Par- 
is outlining the views of the Italians 
and the Italian government on the 
situation. 

Although the reports still persist 
that Munich has been completely in- 
vested by government troops, the ex- 
pected attack on tho soviet forces ap- 
pears not to have begun as yet. 

The British war office, in an official 
statement expresses the belief that 
the ice in the Dvina river in northern 
Russia has passed out to sea and that 
the river is open for navigation as 
tar ag Kotlas, 


Announcement has just been made 
of the appointment of S. .G. Carlyle, 
formerly, superintendent of Demon-

in the North. on : 

Mr. Carlyle, who has been the Sup- 
erintendent of Demonstration Farms 
for a number of years,. and who 
{s known through the province as a 
first-class farmer, and as-a breeder 
of livestock, also recognized as one of 
the best all-around judges of all kinds 
of Hive stock that there is, perhaps, 
{in Western Canada, and who will un- 
dertake a number of lines of import- 
ant work for live stock improvement 
in Alberta, particularly with respect 
to purebred livestock. 


WILL GO TO THE NORTH 


Mr. Stevens, who has been well and 
favorably known as livestock com- 
missioner for the province, will rep- 
resent the department of agriculture 
in the northern part of the province 
with headquarters at Grande Prairie. 
Mr. Stevens’ knowledgé and experi- 
ence especially fit him for directing 
pioneer farming in all its lines of en- 
deavor, and he has been selected for 
this post because of his knowledge 
and information with respect to farm- 
ing operations, and the opening up of 
a new country, and because of his 
special ability to impart this inform- 
ation at public meetings of farmers. 
He will leave for Grande Prairie 
shortly after the 1st of May, where 
he will open an office on behalf of the 
department and organize his work. 
During the winter months it is in- 
tended that Mr. Stevens will deliver 
a series of lectures and demonstra- 
tions at the schools of agriculture on 
the cutting and curing of meats, in 
which line of work he is an expert. 


CONTROL OF DEMONSTRATION 
FARMS. 


Hon. Duncan Marshall announces 
thatthe control of the demonstration 
farms will, on May 1, be transferred 
to the schools of agriculture and in 


|future the two institutions will be 


under the same management. This 
change was forecast by the minister 
during the last session and involves 
a number of changes . right through 
the departments.: With the change 
of the control of the.farms to the 
agricultural schools, A. E. Meyer, 
L.L.B., superintendent of the schools 
of agriculture, will be in charge of 
the whole program in that depart- 
ment. Mr. Meyer combines the ad-

vantage’ of education with successful 
farm and live stock experience, and 
now that the three other schools axe 
to be erected this summer the duties 
of this office will be greatly increased. 
Donald Douglas, late manager of the 
Olds demonstration farm, will be em- 
ployed to assist Mr. Meyer in the 
direction of the farm work. 


Mr. Douglas was for nineteen years 
manager of what was known as the 
Guelph Model farm, operated in-con- 
nection with the Guelph Ontario Ag- 
ricultural college, and he came to AIl- 
berta a little over a year ago to take 
charge of the Stony Plain farm. Gor- 
don H. Manhard, the present manager 
at Stony Plain, is leaving for New 
York State, where he hag accepted an 
{important position in charge of a 
dairy herd. F. 8. Grisdale, principal 
of the School of Agriculture at Olds, 
is now takihg charge of the direction 
of the farm as well, and will be as- 
sisted in live stock work of the farm 
by the professor of animal husbandry, 
At Claresholm, W. J. Stephen, princi- 
pal of the Schoel] of Agriculture, is 
taking charge of the Claresholm farm 
and will be assisted in the same man- 
ner by the professor of animal hus- 
bandry. The new farms and schools 
will be managed and directed in the 
same manner as soon as the princi- 
pals are appointed to the schools, as 
will also be the case at Vermilion. 

With respect to these changes, Mr. 
Marshall] announced in the house thet 
the demonstration farms and schoois 
of agriculture would be operated io- 
gether: for the purpose of rendering 
the farmers and their sons’ and 
daughters the best possible service. 
When the three new schools are es- 
tablished and opened for students on 
November ist next, Alberta will have 
facilities for training more students 
in agriculture than has any other 
province in the Dominion. Mr. 
Marshall has always taken some 
pride, not only in his selection” of 
men for positions, but in so outlining 
their work that the farmers may re- 
ceive from them their best possible 
help, and he believes that in these 
changes he is making his department 
even more effective. Every one of 
the men mentioned in these changes 
has done good work in the depart- 
ment.

BRITISH BUDGET 
WILL REQUIRE 
NEW TAXATION 


CHANCELLOR OF EXCHEQUER 
AUSTEN CHAMBERLAIN OUT- 
LINES FISCAL PROPOSALS, 
FOR YEAR. 


London, April 30.—A statement on 
the government’s budget was made 
to the House of Commons by Austen 
Chomberlain, chancellor of the ex- 
chequer. For this year the chancel- 
lor has to find £1,500,000,000 to meet 
which on the present basis of taxation 
he can count on £936,000,000, in- 
cluding the outstanding excess pro- 
fits tax. Therefore, some new taxa- 
tion is necessary, and there has been 
much anxious speculation as to what 
form this would take. The expecta- 
tion is that the chancellor will at- 
tempt to raise one million pounds by 
taxation, and the remainder by loans. 

The duty on benzol will be with- 
drawn, the chancellor declared, in or- 
der to encourage production. The 
license duty on gasoline will also be 
withdrawn. The land tax and _ the 
gasoline tax will remain unchanged, 
pending a detailed review. 

The chancellor declared that the 
expansion of the floating (sh*t could 
not be allowed to continue definitely. 
There has been no forced issue of 
currency notes, the inflation of cvr- 
rency was a world wide phenonenon 
at the present time, he addd. 

Continuing, Mr. Chamberlain said 
the first measure for inflated currcn- 
cy was to reduce expenditures, sec- 
ond, to pay expenditures as quickly 
as possible out of revenues; and third 
to borrow as much as possible from 
the real investors and to fund short 
dated securities. 

Mr. Chamberlain estimated the ex- 
penditures of a normal year at $766,- 
000,000 saying: “It is anticipated that 
the deficit from a normal yoar, there- 
fore, will be £114,000,000 and I pro- 
pose this year's’ budget with such a 
deficit in view.” 

Of the amounts due the govorn- 
ment, he continued, 2£171,000,000 
were owed by the Dominions, £434,- 
000,000 by France, £412,520,000 by 
Italy, £86,799,000 by Belgium and 
£18,645,000 by Serbia and £47,915,- 
000 by other allies. 

“There is also remaining,” the 
ehancellor added, “The liability of 
{India in respect of the five per cent. 
war loanamounting to about £30,000,- 
000, but when proper allowance is 
made for all these assets, the amount 
and value of them, necessuily makcs 
uncertain the burden of debt. The 
burden is still a very formidable onc. 


IMPERIAL PREFERENCE 

The chaucellor said he proposoil 
to carty out the decisions of the Im 
peris! war cubinet and the cenfercnce 
on iinperial preference. 'The reduc- 
tions from thig would be subsxiantial 
ic amount with the rates few and 
simple. Preference on commodities 
to be consumed, except alcohol, would 
be a sixth of the duty, and on articles 
like clocks, watches and musical in- 
struments, it would be one third. This 
preference agreement, he continued, 
will particularly affect tea, cocoa and 
rum.

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KEMP WILL NOT 
RETURN TO ENGLAND 


PORTFOLIO OF MINISTER OF 
MILITIA WILL LIKELY BE 
ABOLISHED. 


Ottawa, April 30.—Sir Edward 
Kemp, who fs returning to Canada on 
the Mauretania will not go back to 
England as overseas minister of mil- 
itia. This can be stafed authorita- 
ively. He will hold his portfolio for 
the remainder of the session or until 
the cabinet is reorganized, when the 
portfolio will be abolished. Whether 
Sir Edward remains in the cabinet or 
retires, it is impossible to predict, 
but it would not surprise the capital 
if he dropped out of politics to attend 
to his private business, which has 
been neglected during the past four 
years. With the return to parliament 
of Sir Edward there will be an inter- 
esting debate on Argyll House and 
military matters overseas. Discussion 
has been postponed in order that Sir 
Edward can reply in the house to any 
charges or criticism. 

It is understood that Sir Edward 
has had prepared elaborate and valu- 
able memoranda for the use of par- 
liament, giving a complete history of 
the operations of the Canadian Army 
corps during the last year of the war. 
This will be a valuable historic doc- 
ument, and will be illustrated with 
maps and photographs. There will 
also be memoranda on the work and 
organization in England, so that Par- 
lHiament will have all facts available 
for any debate. The exact date of 
the return of Sir Robert Borden is 
still uncertain. He had cabled that 
he would sail for Canada on May 1, 
but the Italian situation has delayed 
the signing of peace and it is not cer- 
tain now when he will reach Ottawa. 
Important political developments are 
expected to follow his return. The 
government was anxious to hold over 
the budget until his arrival, but this 
may prove impossible.
